BONN, Nov. 7 (AP)—The West 
German Bundestag (parliament) 
elected Konrad Adenauer today 
to serve a fourth term as chan- 
cellor. 

The Bundestag (parliament) 
vote on the first ballot was 258 
votes for and 206 against. Aden- 
auer needed a simple majority 
of 250 of the 499 members to 
win. However, his eight-vote 
margin was unexpectedly small. 

The coalition of Adenauer’s 
Christian Democratic party and 
the Free Democratic party holds 
309 seats, 


Nominated by President. 


Under constitutional procedure, 
Adenauer was nominated by 
President Heinrich Luebke at the 

request of the Christian Demo- 


cratic party and the Free Demo- 
crats. 


Adenauer, who took over this 
nation’s leadership 12 years ago 
_and is the only Chancellor West 
_Germany has had, has said he 
will not serve a full four-year 
_term. Now 85 years old, he as- 
sured his party he would resign

Successor, not named, a chance 
'to acclimate himself before the 
1965 elections.

The Committee for the Bor- 
Ough Plan estimates that approx- 
imately 190,000 signatures will be 
required. A spokesman said the 
petitions will be circulated in all 
10 districts, the object being not 
only to obtain as many signa- 
tures as possible, but to educate 
the public on the need for gov- 
ermental consolidation in the 
St. Louis area. 


In the three congressional dis- 
tricts in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county, the committee hopes to 
get far more signatures than re- 
quired, using volunteer workers. 
A market research organization 
is to be employed to circulate 
the petitions and obtain signa- 
tures in the other districts. 

Contributions to finance the 
petition drive will be solicited by 
the Committee for the Borough 
Plan, which is being expanded 
into a state-wide organization. 

The 22 projected boroughs gen- 
erally would follow the bound- 
aries of established communities, 
at the same time making allow- 
ance for continued growth in 
certain parts of what is now St. 
Louis county. Each borough 
would contain about 65,000 peo- 
ple. 

Merger sponsors emphasized 
that the borough lines were 
drawn to give fair representation 
to all the people and to make it 
impossible for residents of either 
the present city or the present 
county to dominate the legisla- 
tive body of the proposed new 
political subdivision. Eight of 
the boroughs would be entirely 
within St. Louis; seven would be 
entirely within the county, and 
the remaining seven would 
straddle the present city-county 
boundary.

The Municipal County of St. 
Louis would have a Legislative 
Council of 44 members, two 
elected from each borough, and 
a president elected at large. 
Councilmen would be paid $10,- 
000 a year, in contrast to the 
present remuneration of $5000 
for St. Louis aldermen and $1500 
for county councilmen. The 
council president would receive 
$17,500 annually. 

It would be up to the Legisla- 
tive Council to decide where to 
place the seat of government. 

The Legislative Council would 
be sole taxing authority. The 
boroughs would have no taxing 
power. 

Each borough would have a 
seven-member borough council 
consisting of five members 
elected to serve without compen- 
sation, plus the two councilmen 
from.the borough. A _ borough 
council would concern itself with 
matters of interest to that bor- 
ough. It would have the right 
to introduce ordinances in the} 
area-wide Legislative Council, | 
and the power to veto any Legis- 
Jative Council ordinance lower- 
ing zoning restrictions on de- 
veloped single-family residential 
property in the borough. 

A $35,000-a-year Mayor elected 
at large would be chief execu- 
tive officer of the Municipal 
County of St. Louis. His duties 
would include preparation of a 
budget. The Municipal County 
would be required to operate on 
a balanced budget. 

The Mayor would appoint an 
assessor, collector, county coun- 
selor, marshal, register, supply 
commissioner and municipal 
court judges. A comptroller 
would be elected at large. 

Political Parties. 


Political parties ‘would con- 
tinue to function in the Municipal 
County. If the constitutional 
amendment for merger were 
adopted in November 1962, first 
officers of the new government 
would be nominated in a pri- 
mary election on the first Tues- 
day of February 1963, and would 
be elected in a general election 
On the second Tuesday of March, 
taking office April 1, 1963. 

The first president of the 
Legislative Council and council 
members from even-numbered 
boroughs would serve until the 
end of 1964. The first Mayor 
and comptroller and members of 
the Legislative Council from odd- 
numbered boroughs would serve 
until the end of 1966. After this 
Staggering procedure was. ef- 
fected, their successors would 
Serve regular four-year terms. 

Special city elections in the 
Municipal County would be elim- 
inated after election of the first 
group of officials.

Civil Service would be re- 
quired, with civil service provi- 
sions of the present St. Louis city 
charter made applicable to the 
Municipal County. Workers cur- 
rently holding local government 
jobs would be eligible for ap- 
pointment to jobs in the same 
classification without. taking a 
qualifying examination. Present 


pension and retirement rights 
would be preserved. 
All public libraries in the 


Municipal County would be con- 
solidated with the present St. 
Louis public library, and the tax 
being levied for the city library 
system at the time of merger 
would be extended to the entire 
Municipal County. Similarly, 
taxes being levied for the City 
Art Museum and the zoo would 
be extended throughout the new 
county. 

S:atus of Earnings ‘Tax, 

Toe present St. Louis earnings 
tax would not automatically be 
extended to what is now St. Louis 
county, however. The Municipal 
County, possessing all the tax- 
ing powers of the present City 
and county, could levy = an 
area-wide earnings tax if it .de- 
cided this was necessary to raise 
needed revenue, but passage of 
an ordinance by the Legislative 
Council] would be required. 

Residents of St. Louis county 
who work in the city now have 
their earnings taxed while they 
have no voice in the city govern- 


ment. This ‘taxation without 
representation’’ would be elim- 
inated under the Municipal 


County setup, merger advocates 
emphasized. Through their rep- 
resentatives in the Legislative 
Council, these taxpayers for the 
first time would have their say 
On earnings taxation at the local 
level, it was pointed out. 

Under the pian of consolida- 
tion, Ordinances in effect in the 
city Or in any other jurisdiction 
would continue in force in the 
territory. to which they were 
previously applicable unless and 
until they were superseded by 
ordinances of the Municipal 
County. 

This means that the St. Louis 
smoke ordinance, the public ac- 
commodations ordinance prohib- 
iting racial discrimination, the 
city building code and the ordi- 
nance regulating sanitary condi- 
tions in restaurants all would re- 
main in force in the present city 
area until they were superseded 
by ordinances of the Municipal 
County. 

One of the first things the 
Municipal County would have to 
do would be to revise ordinances 
it wanted to retain to make them 
uniform in application through- 
out the area. This could be un- 
dertaken in the year of transi- 
tion. During this interim period 
the new government would be 
authorized to exercise its powers 
to the full extent necessary to 
prepare for the impending con- 
solidation. 

All the governmental bodies 
marked for consolidation would 
be required to co-operate with 
the Municipal County in prepar- 
ing for merger, working up budg- 
ets where requested, During the 
transition year the Municipal 
County would use personnel of 
the existing governmental bodies 
so far as practicable, but could 
employ additional outside help. 

Expenses during the year of 
transition could be charged to 
St. Louis and St. Louis county 
on a 50-50 basis. The Municipal 
County could borrow in expecta- 
tion of receiving payments. 

Police Consolidations. 

Police operations in the Mu- 
nicipal County would be super- 
vised by a six-member Board o° 
Police Commissioners appointed 
by the Governor. Starting work 
at the beginning of the year of 
transition, this board would con- 
solidate the police departments 
of St. Louis, St. Louis county 
and all the: municipalities. The 
Missouri Legislature would be 
required to authorize an ade- 
quate number of police officers. 

The Circuit and probate courts 
of St. Louis would be consoli- 
dated with those of St. Louis 


county. The nonpartisan court 
plan for nomination and reten- 
tion of judges, now applicable 
to these courts in the city, would 
apply to the consolidated courts. 

The Missouri Legislature would 
be required to pass a variety of 
laws to expedite the consolida- 
tion of city and county. For 
example, it would provide for 
sheriffs, recorders of deeds and 
certain other officials of .city 
and county who were in office at 
the time of merger to serve the 
remainder of their terms, and 


, would arrange for eliminating 


duplicate offices as the terms 
expired. 

Magistrates in St. Louis have 
different jurisdiction from those 
in St. Louis county. It would be 
up to the Legislature to work 
out this problem. Jurisdiction of 
the St. Louis Court of Criminal 
Correction would be extended 
throughout the Municipal County. 

The Legislature would also be 
required to provide for consoli- 
dation of all housing authorities 
into the St. Louis Housing 
Authority and of all land clear- 
ance agencies into the St. Louis 
Land Clearance for Redevelop- 
ment Authority. 

It would be the duty of the 
Governor to call a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature if nec- 
essary to obtain all needed legis- 
lation. 


Many Officials Would Be Out. 


At the time of merger, the 
mayors of the consolidating gov- 
ernmental bodies and members 
of the various city, town and 
Village legislative bodies all will 
go out of office. The County 
Supervisor, the city collector 
and license colléctor, the city 
and county treasurers, the 
county clerk and the county 
highway engineer would serve 
out their terms as officers of the 
Municipal County. After that. 
the new government would have 
a treasurer and a license col- 
lector elected at large. 

The Municipal County would 
take over the property and the 
obligations of the merged gov- 
ernmental bodies. It would have 
the right to issue bonds which 
had been previously authorized 
by vote of the people but were 
still unsold. Constitutional provi- 
sions limiting the power to levy 
property taxes and to issue 
bonds would be the provisions 
that now apply to the City of St. 
Louis. 

The people of the Municipal 
County would have the right to 
change their form of government 
if they wished. The borough 
plan provided in the constitu- 
tional amendment would serve 
as a temporary charter until an- 
other was adopted by simple 
majority vote. A charter board 
of citizens would have to be ap- 
pointed two years after consoli- 
dation, unless a charter already 
had been adopted or a charter 
board was at work. 

In announcing the campaign 
for merger, Vatterott emphasized 
the handicaps imposed on the St. 
Louis area by government frag- 
mentauion and the greater effi- 
ciency to be expected from uni- 
fication, 

‘Destroy Berlin Wall.’ 

“If Greater St. Louis is to 
grow and prosper,”’ he declared, 
“we must destroy the ‘Berlin 
wall’ which divides city and 
county, We all live in the same 
community and share the same 
problems and resolve to find 
their answers, Our future is tied 
together, whether we live in the 
city or county.”’ 


Failure to provide a single 


government here is a big factor 


in the community's economic lag 
behind competing metropolitan 
areas, he asserted. 

“New industry’ must be at- 
tracted on a large scale or the 
growing metropolitan population 
will face increasing difficulties in 
organizing the support of ade- 
quate public services,”’ Vatterott 
continued, 

“The first step toward*secur- 
ing such services is the unifica- 
tion of all existing governments 
in the St. Louis area. Problems 
of traffic, economic development, 
sewers, Mass transportation and 
civil defense are not individual 


ills, but rather symptoms of a 
governmental ailment—the ex- 


cessive multiplication of local 
governments in our area. Only 


by consolidation can we elimi- 
nate that multiplicity and trans- 
form Greater St. Louis into a 
single, unified and responsible 
government.”

FUMES TOFORCE 
SHIFT TO ELECTRIC 
CARS, EXPERT SAYS 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 7 (UPI)— 
Increasing air pollution from 
automobile gasoline engines will 
force the nation to turn to elec- 
tric cars, Dr. H. E. Lansberg, 
director of the United States 
Weather Bureau’s Office of Cli- 
matology, said yesterday. 

He told a symposium on “Air 
Over Cities” that air pollution 
from car exhausts will increase 
as the number of cars and free- 
ways to handle them increases 

“Electric cars will produce 
the minimum amount of pollu- 
tion,’’ he said. ‘“‘I think it is in- 
evitable that we will return to 
them.”’ 

Lansberg said air pollution is 
more of a problem than radio- 
active fallout from current nu- 
clear tests, 


E. GERMAN WOMAN IN PARIS 
ASKS FRANCE FOR ASYLUM 


PARIS, Nov. 7 (UPI)—Offi- 
cials of the West German em- 
bassy and the French foreign 
ministry today studied the case 
of an East German woman who 
has asked France for asylum. 

She is Eva Schulz, 36-year-old 
French language teacher acting 
as an interpreter for a group of 
nine East German technicians 
and engineers who participated 
in the Tunis trade fair. The East 
Germans arrived by plane from 
Tunis Sunday night and spent 
the night at Orly airport whie 
awaiting their plane yesterday. 

During the early morning Miss 
Schulz dashed to the police post 
in the airport building and asked 
for asylum. She said that when 
in Tunis she made some re- 
marks in public about the politis 
cal situation in East’ Germany 
which displeased the delegation 
chief. ‘‘He forced me to sign a 
document in which I admitted 
having badly served the Com- 
munist cause abroad,” she said. 
“He added that from now on I 
was suspect in his eyes. 1 knew 
they would never let me leave 
East Germany once I got back 
home.”

A decline in intelligence does 
not necessarily accompany old 
age, Dr. Robert W. Kleemeier, 
Washington University psychol- 
ogy professor, said yesterday. 

Dr. Kleemeier, an authority on 
the psychological and social as- 
pects of aging, said a 12-year 
study he tra “ompleted indicates 
there may be no particular de- 
cline in the intelligence quotient 
in many elderly persons who re- 
main healthy and vigorous and 
that a terminal drop in intelli- 
gence is not necessarily a part of 
the aging process. 

He noted, however, that where 
death is imminent, ‘‘a sharp 
drop-off in performance can be 
measured, regardless of age or 
cause of death, barring sudden 
or accidental death.”’

Passage by the U.N. Political Committee of 
a resolution calling upon the nuclear powers 
to resume negotiations for an enforceable 
treaty banning nuclear tests only emphasizes 
how thoroughly knotted the issue is. The 
committee had earlier adopted a resolution 
calling for another voluntary moratorium. 
The Assembly has passed this and presumably 
will pass the other. 
treaty, and the West will reject the mora- 
torium. 


Should it be rejected? Tragically, the West 
in our opinion has no other choice. We think 
the West was right to accept a voluntary ban 
from 1958 to 1961. That suspension gave the 
world a respite from atmospheric contamina- 
tion, and permitted negotiations for a treaty 
to go forward. But it was broken unilaterally by 
the Russians, under circumstances which clear- 
ly showed that they had not been negotiating 
in good faith during the last few months at Ge- 
neva, but were just keeping the talks going 
while preparing all-out for a test resumption. 

In the light of this history, it is not reason- 
able for the U.N. to ask the West to accept 
another moratorium. The Russians them- 
selves contemptuously told the Political Com- 
mittee that no negotiations for an inspected 
and controlled test treaty will be held. Yet the 
very purpose of a voluntary ban is to permit 
the negotiation of a treaty. Those who will 
not accept the one have no right to demand 
the other. 


There can be no dancing in the streets, 
however, over a deadlock which makes the 
test problem so difficult. Because every new 
atmospheric test intensifies the fallout hazard, 
and because this is a concern of the whole 
world and of the tuture, every nuclear power 
has a solemn responsibility to mankind to 
continue the search for a solution. One path 
remains open which both sides say they are 
willing to traverse. 


This is the path of negotiations for a gen- 
eral disarmament treaty. Such a treaty neces- 
sarily would include an inspected and con- 
trolled ban on nuclear tests, along with in- 
spected and controlled disarmament measures 
of other types. 


There is no telling whether the Soviets 
would ever accept a workable disarmament 
treaty. The evidence may be against it. Un- 
fortunately there is a good deal of evidence 
that the West also has shied away from real 
disarmament in the past. But President Ken- 
nedy in his inspiring address to the U.N. 
called upon mankind to “put an end to war— 
or war will put an end to mankind.” He urged 
that “disarmament negotiations resume 
promptly, and continue withoyt interruption 
until an entire program for complete and gen- 
eral disarmament has not only been agreed 
upon but actually achieved.” 

That is the course which the President 
should now call upon the Soviets to take with 
us. No matter how skeptical we may be of 
the Russians’ willingness to negotiate in good 
faith, he has a duty to try this approach, if 
only to demonstrate to the world that the 
West is ready to exert every effort for peace. 
A test-ban treaty as the first step toward dis- 
armament has failed, but it is not the only 
first step. What President Kennedy told the 
U.N. on Sept. 25 remains as true as ever: 

“The weapons of war must be abolished be- 
fore they abolish us.” 


New Face for Insurance 


Gov. Dalton has made a promising choice 
for a new Missouri superintendent of insur- 
ance. George D. Youngy now an officer of 
the Transit Casualty Co. of St. Louis, had an 
excellent record in the Legislature. This was 
not entirely surprising since Mr. Young, then 
representing Howard county, had a doctor’s 
degree in political science from the Univer- 
sity of Missouri. 

Mr. Young is to assume his new post on 
Nov. 15, when C. Lawrence Leggett departs 
by resignation at the Governor’s request. Mr. 
Leggett had been insurance superintendent 
since 1949 under four governors. Generally 
he won the respect of insurance men, though 
he lost favor with some by. opposing a sug- 
gested new fire insurance code this year. It 
is understandable that the Governor wanted a 
new man, and his own man, for this important 
post. It is the Governor’s right to pick the 
insurance superintendent, and he has exercised 
it effectively with the Young appointment. 


Old Guard Defeat 


The special congressional election in San 
Antonio proved that one part of Texas is not 
ready for Republican conservatism, but it 
proved little else. Erhboldened by last year’s 
election of Senator Tower, the G.O.P. even 
sent President Eisenhower into Bexar county 
to try to show a continuing two-party trend, 
But John Goode, the Republican conservative, 
was defeated by Henry B. Gonzalez, the Dem- 
ocratic liberal, with the margin between them 
more than one tenth of the vote. 

No doubt Democrats will take heart from 
this victory; Vice President Johnson had told 
voters that “the eyes of the whole world are 
on San Antonio.” But this was campaign hy- 
perbole. The eyes of Texas were undoubtedly 
on San Antonio, for the city is the most lib- 
eral in Texas, and a conservative victory there 
would have been significant. Yet the victory 
of a liberal sets no precedent, nor does it 
prove that a liberal Democrat would neces- 
sarily win in Houston or Dallas. It simply 
reveals that the G.O.P. Old Guard bit off more 
than it. could chew in Bexar county. 


Let the Robots Go Shopping 


This’ is the machine age but who would 
have dreamed that automation has progressed 
so rapidly that it can take over the Christmas 
gift problem? An electronic computer, al- 
ready installed in one western department 
store, will do the work. 

The shopper fills out a form describing 
the person for whom gift suggestions are 
sought: relationship, age, sex, profession, hab- 
its, hobbies and also gift price range. This 
information, on coded cards, is fed into the 
computer which, after a few seconds spent 
in comparing them with hundreds of items 
in stock, drops out a list of 10 suitable gifts 
to choose from. As a $50-limit gift for an 
elderly uncle with worldly tastes, the list may 
include’ such things as an espresso coffee 
maker, an Italian velvet shirt jacket, a set of 
ivory chessmen, an ebony Buddha, For a 
sophisticated spinster and a $10 limit, a Geno- 
ese figurine, a wedgwood salt and pepper 
set, a leatherbound book of Keats. 

So the machines continue taking over. They 
translate from the Russian, analyze invest-

ments and operate railroad switching yards. 
Only one step remains to be taken: Develop- 
ment of another machine to make easy the 
taking back of gifts for exchange. 


Stuffy and Ill-Tempered 


Republican objections to the series of White 
House Regional Conferences, one of which is 
being held in St. Louis, seem to us ill-timed 
and ill-tempered. The critics take the posi- 
tion that the conferences will consist of parti- 
san politicking. If they do they should be 
criticized. But whence comes this Republi- 
can clairvoyance?, 

Spokesmen for the Administration say the 
purpose is to explain domestic legislation en- 
acted at the recent session of Congress and 
to ascertain from local officials and citizens 
the need for expanded federal programs. Is 
there any reason why the Administration, 
which was placed in office by the vote of the 
people, should not.explain its program and 
seek ideas (and constructive criticism) in vari- 
ous parts of the country? Is this not, in fact, 
bringing government closer to the people? 

Representative Curtis of Webster Groves is 
being stuffier than usual when he complains 
that such procedures “if unrestrained . . . can 
lead to the destruction of representative gov- 
ernment as we know it.” Is Mr. Curtis really 
saying he is afraid that some of his constitu- 
ents may be infected with a progressive idea? 
This fear is implicit in the fatuous statement 
of Francis Corley, Republican National Com- 
mitteeman for Missouri, who declares, “They 
are using our money to sell us-on socialized 
medicine, blank-check foreign aid, the virtues 
of deficit spending and inflation, and federal 
control of our public schools.” 

Nothing we have seen suggests “they” are 
up to anything of the kind. What has been 
announced is that some 40 Administration of- 
ficials and experts, led by Secretary of Com- 
merce Hodges and Secretary of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare Ribicoff, will discuss a 
number of national and local problems of 
particular interest to urpan dwellers. 

These discussions should be informative and 
stimulating, to Republicans as well as Demo- 
crats. The problems of the aged, of youth, 
of the cities, of adjusting to automation, of 
mass transportation, of housing and health, of 
inflation, and of economic growth are non- 
partisan. The rival parties may have differ- 
ent programs for solving the problems, but 
discussions need not be on a propagandistic 
level. There is no reason to think they will be. 


Mr. Nehru’s Visit 

President Kennedy and Prime Minister 
Nehru of India have much to discuss and 
we hope Mr. Nehru’s visit to Washington will 
serve to remove several irritants that have 
developed in United States-Indian relations. 
It is important that the United States and 
India, a showcase of democracy in Asia, re- 
main on friendly terms. 

One matter President Kennedy may want 
to clarify is the extent to which the views of 
V. K. Krishna Menon, Indian defense minister 
and Ambassador to the United Nations, coin- 
cide with those of Mr. Nehru and the Indian 
Government generally. Mr. Menon has gone 
far afield in trying to justify the resumption 
of nuclear tests in the atmosphere by the So- 
viet Union; he has said that United States un- 
derground tests, which produce no harmful 
fallout, might be more dangerous because of 
soil contamination, a statement that has no 
scientific basis whatever. 

Mr. Menon’s anti-United States position 
raises the question of whether the Indian 
Government has a deliberate policy of en- 
couraging him to follow this course, or wheth- 
er his attitude springs independently from 
his own irascible personality. 

Mr. Nehru undoubtedly will be able to offer 
the President some sound advice on South 
Viet Nam and: Laos, and he will want Mr. 
Kennedy’s views on United States relations 
with Pakistan. Indians were upset at the 
cordial welcome given by Mr. Kennedy last 
July to President Mohammed Ayub Khan. 
United States military aid to Pakistan has 
long been annoying to India. 

Both Mr. Kennedy and Mr. Nehru are so- 
phisticated enough to put their problems in 
perspective. They are not likely to fall out 
because India wants Red China in the U.N. 
and the United States does not, for example, 
or over Western strategy in Berlin. Mr. Ken-

Seven Years Later 

St. Louis was the first large city to integrate 
its public school system following the 1954 
Supreme Court decision. ‘Despite this proud 
record, since then the city has been unable to 
solve problems of racial education forced upon 
it by continuing population shifts. Hence the 
School Board has put the problems to a new 
three-member administrative committee. 

Because of overcrowding, largely in Negro 
neighborhoods, more than 4000 elementary 


school children are transported by bus to 


schools outside their own neighborhoods. Six 
of the receiving schools were formerly all- 
white. These schools are integrated only in 
the sense that the children share the same 
building; they do not share classrooms or 
other facilities. The school system faces many 
mechanical /problems in trying to alter the 
situation. Nevertheless, for practical pur- 
poses, the results are a kind of “separate but 
equal” education which the Supreme Court 
ruled out seven years ago. 

The best answer to the situation would be 
new schools, but voters three times defeated 
bond issues to build them. Another possible 
answer was suggested by Senator Douglas of 
Illinois in a speech here in February. He said 
that if students are grouped by “ability and 
preparation,” rather than race, “the able of 
all races can go ahead faster without being 
held back by the less able.” St. Louis already 
has a “three-track’’ system which might be 
used to group pupils transported to another 
school with those already there. 

No doubt the new administrative committee 
will search for all possible answers, and we 
wish it well. The St. Louis school system 
cannot stand still. Seven years have taught 
the need for constant accommodation to the 
principle of equal education for all.

G. M. Glaskin, the Australian novel- 
ist, has written an intensely interesting 
account of his journey through west- 
ern, northern and central Australia, 
the sparsely settled area of that conti- 
nent which is probably even less known 
to Americans than the southern and 
eastern portions. His narrative of his 
several weeks’ trip by station wagon 
with a Chinese friend through this 
rugged, arid, almost empty, often 
bleak, yet frequently beautiful land 
reveals to us that there are still large 
regions in which travel by automobile 
can be a magnificent adventure. 

“The Land That Sleeps” is, however, 
much more than just another travel 
book.

We should 
use our “‘good offices,” not to mention 
our superior bargaining power (Chiang 
needs. us more than we need him, since 
he has no existence without our sup- 
port) to eliminate repression of politi- 
cal liberty and expression, to require 
the recognition of legitimate opposition 
parties, and ultimately to bring about 
free elections whereby the people on 
Formosa can decide whether they wish 
to be independent or, in any event, 
whether they wish a change of govern- 
ment. 

Red China would have even a lesser 
claim, both juridically and otherwise, 
to a free Taiwan than she has now. We 
should continue to protect Taiwan no 
matter what course she chooses. “Led 
by men like Dr. Liao, we could have 
no doubt that she would be committed 
to democracy.

Sonny Randle Wins St. L 


Weber 2d, First Five in Elks’ Balloting 


McKinley 
Is Third

Sonny Randle, the National 
Football League’s top  pass- 
catcher in 1960, was on the re- 
ceiving end again today. He 
became the first football player 
to win the St. Louis Elks’ ‘‘Ath- 
lete of the Year” award in its 
ll-year history. 

For being voted No. 1 by area 
sports writers and announcers, 
the Big Red’s aerial artist will 
get in on a.pass Nov. 16. That 
night he will be honored at the 
Elks’ Sports Celebrity dinner at 
the Chase Hotel. 

Randle, who was chosen on 
the National Football League’s 
all-star team last season, re- 
ceived 293 points in the Elks’ 
balloting. He beat out Dick 
Weber, national ‘‘Bowler of the 
Year,”’ and tennis star Chuck 
McKinley in a three-way battle. 
Weber had 249 points and McKin- 
ley 239. Voting was based on 14 
points for a first-place vote, 
9-8-7-6 for the next four places.

The Big Kid 


NOTRE DAME, Ind., Nov. 7 
—There was this great big kid 
out of Cleveland, well over six 
feet, but a rather spare 205 
pounds then, 
who was the 
heavyweight 
fist-fight 
champion at 
Notre Dame. 
This is not 
quite the same 
as being 
heavyweight 
champion of 
the world, but 
it is somewhat 
better than — 
being, say, the champion of 
Brown county, Wis., because 
they have a number of large 
and muscular guys at Notre 
Dame and some of them are 
not at all reluctant to swat 
people. 

Boxing is not and never has 
been a major sport here, but 
once a year they have a tour- 
nament called the Bengal Bouts, 
whose profits go to support the 
Bengal missions. 

This big kid from Cleveland, 
name of Jim Martin, won the 
heavyweight championship as 

a freshman. Then he won the 
pansies championsip as a 
sophomore. He wasn’t cute or 
anything like that. He and his 

t would be circling 
each other like stray dogs and 
then the opponent would get 
within reach and Jim Martin 
would lift a big fist and bring 
it down, bop, on the guy’s 
head, and the guy would fall 
down unconscious. 


This always happened in the 
first round, except once. In 
his second year here, Jim 
found himself matched with an 
especially good friend whom 
he didn’t want to bop on the 
head and render unconscious. 

But there was nothing pre- 
arranged. Jim just thumped 
his chum kind of gently, piling 
up a good lead on points, 
when the third round came 

f 


along Jim could scarcely lift 
his hands. Not that he was 
hurt, or arm-weary from punch- 
ing or anything like that; it 
was just that he had never, in 
his whole life, fought one whole 
round, and three rounds were 
‘about two and a half too many 
for him. 


Wrong End 


He won that match easily 
enough, and emissaries from 
the International Boxing Club, 
which was operating at the 
time, made eager passes at 
him. He said no thanks, hav- 
ing no interest in boxing as a 
career. For him, fighting was 
merely an outlet for the en- 
ergy he had left after the 
football season. 


He was a wonderfully good 
football player in an era when 
Notre Dame had an embarrass- 
ment of riches, as far as talent 
was concerned. In November 
of 1948, which was Jim Mar- 
tin’s junior year, The Asso- 
ciated Press in Chicago tele- 
phoned Charley Callahan, who 
beats the drums for Notre 
Dame athletics. 


‘Leon Hart is a cinch for 
our All-America at end,” the 
AP man said. “Chances are 
Bill Fischer will make it at 
guard and Emil Sitko at half- 
back. You got any other pros- 
pects ?”’ 

“Marty Wendell at guard,” 
Charley Callahan said, ‘‘and 
Jim Martin at end.”’ 

“You can’t have both ends,” 
the AP man hollered, and he 
turned out to be right. Hart, 
Fischer and Sitko made most 
All-America teams. Wendell 
was mentioned for some, but 
Martin never got a riffle. 


No Losses 
This was the end of 1948, 


when Notre Dame had gone 


unbeaten for three seasons. 
Martin had arrived as a fresh- 
man in 1946, older than most 
bécause he’d been busy seeing 
a man about a war. When the 
Marines landen on Tinian in 


the South Pacific, they were 
met by a considerable number 
of Japanese and a tiny group 
of friends, one of whom was 
a frogman named Jim Martin 
who had swum ashore the 
night before. 


During his four years here,

ACHURCH MERGER U.S. Envoy Assails Intellectuals 


TALKS PRAPASED In Peru for Silence on A-Tests 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (UPI) 
Officials of the United Presby- 
terian Church, U.S.A.,. and the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in- 
vited the Methodist Church and 
the United Church of Christ yes- 
terday to attend talks aimed at 
the eventual merger of the four 
groups. 

The combined churches would 
have a total membership of 
almost 20,000,000 persons. The 
Methodist Church and the United 
wach of Christ were expected 
to accept the invitation to talks 
here next April. 

The proposed merger has 
opposition and support in all 
four church bodies. Even ardent 
advocates have said that any 
merger probably. would not take 
place for at least 10 years. 

The invitation to the Methodist 
Church and the United Church 
of Christ was issued by the 
Committee of Nine of the United 
Presbyterian Church, U.S.A., and 
the Joint Commission to Ap- 
proaches to Unity of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church. 

They said the talks would ex- 
plore ‘‘the establishment of a 
united church, truly catholic, 
truly reformed and truly evan- 
gelical.”’ 

The merger was proposed late 
last year by the Rev, Dr. Eugene 
Carson Blake, stated clerk of fhe 
United Presbyterian Church. 

The General Assembly of the 
United Presbyterian Church 
voted in May to ask the Episco- 
pal church to join in inviting the 
Methodist Church and the United 
Church of Christ to four-way 
talks on a possible merger. 


LIMA, Nov. 7 (AP)—United 
States Ambassador James Loeb 
has drawn support and a mild re- 
proof for his open letter criticiz- 
ing Peruvian intellectuals for not 
publicly condemning Soviet nu- 
clear tests 

An embassy spokesman said 
telephone response had _ been 
heavy, and most callers compli- 
mented the ambassador for his 
action, which Loeb acknowledged 
might have been ah unprecedent- 
ed approach from an ambassadcr. 

Loeb addressed the letter to 
Mario Samame Boggio, rector 
of the National School of Engi- 
neering, and sent copies to Lima 
newspapers and radio and tele- 
vision stations. 

He said newspapers here had 
published ‘‘uniformly vigorous 
editorials of condemnation of this 
defiance of world opinion (by 
Soviet authorities),”’ but that ‘‘l 
have not noticed any protest by 
the intellectual community of 
this great nation.”’

WE ARE ACCUSED in our own land of being so careless, 
60 slipshod and foolish, in the matter of what.we reveal that 
is important to our enemy, the Soviet Union, that I think it 
almost equally important to reveal that Russia, too, can put its 
foot on the banana peel.

At an open 
house last week at the James Henry Yalem branch, 
7400 Olive boulevard, 200 of them gathered to hear 
about what they could do with their new leisure. 


“You are as old as you want to be,” David Baron, presi- 
dent of the J.C.C.A., told them. 

“It used to be that when you were past 60, you vegetated, 
expected everyone to come and bow to you because of your 
age. You had already performed your duties and were going 
to sit like a sponge and soak up experience if it came to you.

Robert Miller, director of the Senior Citizens department, 
described the programs that will be available to members at 
the Yalem center, weekly. Discussions of current events, crafts 
classes in woodworking and ceramics, art classes, sewing 
classes which will specialize in hand sewing for grandchildren, 
a literary group which will read the Yiddish classics, an 
English class, a folk dancing group, physical conditioning 
class, and a class called Experience Unlimited, where volun- 
teers for community projects will be recruited. Mrs. Yvonne 
Logan, of the Baby Tooth Survey, told them how they could 
assist as volunteers in this effort to detect Strontium 90. 


A visiting period and class demonstrations followed. 
One lively member, Mrs. Mary Edelson, took me out 
to show me the poem she’d written which appears on 
a plaque in the lobby. We sat in on a discussion of 
juvenile delinquency, watched some watercolor artists 
and woodworking craftsmen, looked in on the English 
class (‘‘Look, Jane, look, see baby, funny, funny 
baby,” were the familiar words on the blackboard.)

A Legacy of Laughter from James Thurber 


Humorist Often Compared With Mark Twain and Was, as Friend Described Him, ‘a Decent Man’

NEW YORK, Nov. 7 (UPI) 


IN DEATH, the boy who 
roamed the streets of Columbus, 
Ohio, as Jamie Thurber has re- 
turned to that midwestern well- 
spring of his humor—his talent 
now compared with that of 
Mark Twain. 

James Thurber died last Thurs- 
day at 66. The author-humorist- 
cartoonist-playwright had _  en- 
tered Doctors Hospital a month 
ago for surgery for a blood clot 
on the brain. Pneumonia set in. 


Now he will be buried in the 
Thurber family plot in Colum- 
bus, the town where he was born 
“on a night of wild portent and 
high wind in the year 1894" and 
grew up amid a family of glori- 
ous eccentricity, which had a 
passion for the Civil War and 
dogs—one of which bit the lieu- 
tenant governor of Ohio but was 
immediately, according to Thur- 
ber’s mother, sorry. 

A modest, even . elf-depreca- 
tory man, Thurber once noted 
that his birthplace at 147 Par- 
sons avenue had no plaque and 
was never pointed out to vis- 
itors. Then he added, writing of 
himself in the third person: 

“Once Thurber’s mother, walk- 
ing past the place with an old 
lady from Fostoria, Ohio, said 
to her, ‘M, son James was born 
in that house,’ to which the old 
lady, who was extremely deaf, 
replied, ‘Why, on the Tuesday 
morning train, unless my sister 
is worse.’ Mrs. Thurber let it 
go at that.” 

According to Thurber, his 
mother during storms ‘for some 
reason or other always tock the 
receiver off the hook and let it 
hang.”’ And his mother’s moth- 
er “lived the latter years of her 
life in the horrible suspicion that 
electricity was dripping invisibly 
all over the house, It leaked, 
she contended, out of empty 
SOCEOW « . a. 

His grandfather’s brother 
Zenas, according to the way 
young Jamie got it, was 21 when 
the Civil War broke out and 
went to South America—“* ‘just,’ 
as he wrote back, ‘until it blows 
over.’” When the war had 
blown over, he returned and: 

“He caught the same disease 
that was killing off the chestnut 
trees in those years, and passed 
away. It was the only case in 
history where a tree doctor had 
to be called in to spray.a per- 
son, and our family felt it very 
keenly; nobody else in the United 
States caught the blight.” 

On ‘“‘The Day the Dam Broke”’ 
(in 34913) in Columbus and the 
citizenry started a mass run for 
high ground, Thurber’s grand- 
father, who was getting a mite 
eccentric, observed the rush, got 
the idea that Nathan Bedford 
Forrest’s cavalry was the men- 
ace, and decided to make a 
stand. ‘‘We had to stun grand- 
father with the ironing board,” 
Thurber wrote, in order to flee 
with the old gentleman on their 
backs, 


In Costello’s restaurant and bar, 
on New York’s Third avenue, 
Tim Costello sat at his bar the 
night Thurber died, his face to 
the shillelaghs that hang behind 
it, his back to the huge Thurber 
drawings of Thurber people, dogs, 
rabbits and untoward events that 
cover an entire wall. 

Thurber drew them in 1934-35, 
striking off one each time—ac- 
cording to’the proprietor—that he 
passed the wall en route to the 
men’s room. When the restaurant 


moved a few years ago, Costello 
moved the wall and set it up 
with murals, in the new place. 
lim said only: 
“Well, poor Thurber. God rest 
him.” 

“He was a great man,” said a 
bystander. 

“Aye, he was a decent man,” 
said Tim. 


In its obituary, the New York 
Herald Tribune said Thurber was 
“perhaps the greatest humorist 
this country has known since 
Mark Twain, but, like Twain, he 
was far more.” 

Danny Kaye, the comedian who 
starred in the movie made from 
Thurber’s short story “‘The Se- 
cret Life of Walter Mitty,”’ said 
he believed Thurber was a hu- 


morist of Twain’s stature and 


that ‘‘Walter Mitty” would be as 
universal and immortal as 
“Huckleberry Finn.”’ 


William Shawn, editor of the 
New Yorker, the magazine on 
which Thurber began his rise 
to fame in 1927, called Thurber 
“‘a master among comic artists, 
one of the great American writ- 
ers of our time, and one of the 
few great humorists in all liter- 
ary history. . . . His writings 
and drawings were loved by mil- 
lions of people throughout the 
world.” 

Thurber’s friend and _ col- 
league, the essayist and poet E. 
B. White, once wrote: ‘‘His 
thoughts have always been a 
tangle of baseball scores, Civil 
War tactical problems, Henry 
James, personal maladjustment, 
terrier puppies, literary tide rips, 
ancient myths and modern ap- 
prehensions. 

“Through this jungle stalk the 
unpredictable ghosts of his rela- 
tives in Columbus, Ohio.” 

James Grover Thurber wrote 
some 25 books and did thousands 
of comic cartoons; he did essays, 
sketches, New Yorker “‘casuals,””

a full-length biography of New 
Yorker founder Harold Ross; he 
co-authored the play “‘The Male 
Animal” with his former Ohio 
State University schoolmate El- 
liott Nugent; he acted in the re- 
cent musical “A Thurber Carni- 
val,’”’ made from, his writings. 
And yet, for the last two dec- 
ades he had been, for all practi- 
cal purposes, blind. When he was 
6, he lost his left eye in an acci- 
dent. When he was 40, a cataract 
began developing in the other 
eye. Surgery failed to help; 
gradually he lost his sight. 
“Thurber sits alone in the dark 
chewing on words and letters,” 
a friend once said of his latter- 
day preoccupation with word 
forms. One example of this came 
in a book in which a character 
uttered such limericks as this: 


A dehoy who was terribly hobble, 
Cast only stones that were 
cobble 
And bats that were ding, 
From a shot that was sling. 
But never hit inks that were 
bobble. 


““‘We're going through!’ The 
commander's voice was like thin 
ice breaking.” The foregoing are 
the opening sentences of — the 
chronicle of Walter Mitty, the 
drab unimportant little man who 
sees himself in daydreams in a 
variety of roles of valor and 
derring-do. 

Countless men have recognized 
the Mitty in themselves, and the 
movie helped to popularize the 
story worldwide. A_ British 
medical journal has even recog- 
nized a “Walter Mitty syndrome” 
among men. 

Thurber’s talents also turned to 
the Aesopian fable form—includ- 
ing an amorous crow who fell in 
love with a lady bird and went 
around pleading his cause, and 
cawing his pleas; a tippling bear 
who always said, “See what the 
bears in the back room will 
have,” and a man who saw a uni- 
corn in his garden but contrived

A SORRY AMERICAN, 


In 23 years you and your husband have no doubt 
changed just as much as the United States has in that 
time.

‘That Tired Feeling’ 


CONTINUING FROM YESTERDAY, we'll discuss “that 
' tired feeling.” Some other simple causes of this condition 
are sleeping in a room without adequate ventilation; inade- 
quate sleep (some persons unwisely pride themselves on 
“getting along on six or fewer hours a night’); excessive 
stimulants late ‘in the evening; carousing; staying up too 
often for the late-late show and kidding yourself that you are 
“resting” because you are just sitting. "Tain’t so! 

Another cause of fatigue is the dumb American habit of 
skipping breakfast. Many persons stretch the evening out too 
long, sleep until the last minute in the morning, rush to work 
without breakfast, and then wonder why they are so drowsy 
and pooped. 


Some people have systems which, either because 
of an innate factor or from careless eating, or both, 
react to a low blood sugar level. They sag in mid- 
morning or mid-afternoon. The best answer for them, 
as a rule, is to eat a little more protein and a little 
less starch and sugar, because protein absorbs more 
slowly and prevents that between-meals sag. That's ! i fe.

And finally back to emotional factors—boredom may be 
the worst one of all in this regard. 

The housewife who doesn’t like being a housewife (or the 
man who is a salesman, a clerk, a mechanic, a lawyer, a 
doctor or in any other job that he doesn’t really like) is apt to 
complain of being tired. The person who doesn’t respect or 
like his work is bored. And so, also, is the person who doesn’t 
have enough to do. Yes, “doing nothing’? CAN make you 
tired! 

This can happen to old or young. Teen-agers can be 
chronically fatigued because they are doing too much, or 
doing too little, or because they are worried or because they 
have let things slide and suddenly realize that they’ve got to 
work like mad to catch up. And the thought makes them 
tired. 


These are the things that give one “that tired 
feeling,”’ and it sometimes takes some painful frank- 
ness on the part of the patient, and some pretty 
shrewd digging on the part of the doctor to elicit the 
truth: Is the “tiredness” physical, mental, emotional? 
Is it some faulty habit of living? Is it the consequence 
of trying to do too much? Is it boredom? Is it illness?
